Says. Are you saved? The way to 
know you are saved is by the 
Word of God. When you were born 
in the world the first time, did you 
notice the calendar, and notice 


what day it was? No. Somebody 


must have told you. You have the 
word of your mother and your fa- 
ther. And that is the way I know 
I was born the second time. I 
have the plain word of my Father 
here in the Bible that I am born 
again, that I am a Christian, that 
when I trust in Jesus Christ I have 
‘everlasting life and that I shall 
never come into condemnation but 
am passed out of death into life. 
Are’ you saved? Do you know it? 
It is wonderful to know you are 
saved. 


Somebody says, I think I am 
saved because I live a pretty good 
life. That isn’t any proof you are 
Saved. Millions of people have lived 
good lives and have gone to Hell. 
You may live a good life outward- 
ly, So did Judas Iscariot. So did 
Saul of Tarsus; before he was 
saved. A good life is not proof of 
salvation. Can you put your finger 
on a promise in the Bible and say, 
“I know by God’s Word that my 
sins are all forgiven, that I have 
everlasting life, that I-am born 
again, a child of God?” Now if 
you know that by the Word, happy 
are you! 

Let’s go a little further on this 
matter of assurance by the Word. 
‘Every Christian finds the sad fact 
of sin in his life. Some people think 
that lost people are people that sin, 
and that saved people are they 
that do not sin, That classification 
is a deception of the devil. The 


devil goes around and tries to get 


some people to claim they do not 
sin. And others think they are not 
saved if they do sin. The truth is, 
the only kind of people in the 
world that are saved are sinning 
people. If there is anybody who 
Says he does not sin, you can put 
it down that God’s Word says he 
is fooling himself. First John 1:8 
says: “If we say that we have no 
sin, we deceive ourselves, and the 
truth is not in us.” You are a sin- 
ner. The thing to get settled now 
is this, Are you a saved sinner or 
a lost sinner? If you are a saved 
sinner, your sins are under the 
blood and are blotted out and for- 
given and you are God’s own child 
and you have the assurance of the 
Word of God that your sins are 
forgiven. 

A woman said to me, “What 
will happen to a Christian who 
does wrong? Does a Christian lose 
his salvation or not?” 


I said, “That only depends on 
who does the saving. If you do 
your own saving, you will have to 
keep yourself, and when you quit 
living right, when you quit keep- 
ing yourself, you are lost again. If 
you do the saving, you will have 
to do the keeping, and the first 
wobble you ever make you are a 
- poor lost soul, and you are cer- 
tain to wobble.” | 


“But the truth of the matter is,’’ 
she said, “I didn’t save myself. I 
couldn’t save myself!’ 

*“Sister,’’ I said, ‘‘you can’t keep 
yourself, either. Salvation is by 
the blood of Christ and by God’s 
grace from beginning to.end. You 
don’t deserve it now, and you nev- 
er did deserve it. The only way for 
anybody to keep out of Hell is to 
trust the Lord Jesus. He does the 
Saving and the keeping, not just 
part of the saving while you do 
a part.” 

_ The only way to have that set- 
tled is by the Word of God. Lis- 
_ten to this statement, here is a 
good one. John 5:24:. 

“Verily, verily, I say unto 
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you, He that heareth my word, 
and believeth on him that sent 
me, hath everlasting life, and 
shall not come into condemna- 
tion; but is passed from death 
unto life.” | 

Here Jesus Himself says that 
one who trusts God for salvation 
is already saved! And he goes on 
to say this convert, “Shall not 
come into condemnation” he is not 
going to be condemned, not if he 
is born again, has trusted Christ, 
is God’s own child. If his sins are 
under the blood, he is not going to 
lose that salvation that is given 
free by the mercy of God. 

You say, “what if a Christian 
doesn’t deserve it?” He never did 
deserve it. He didn’t deserve it 
when he was saved and he doésn’t 
deserve it now. “But,” you say, “I 
believe one must hold out faithful.” 
You never even started faithful, 
and you can’t say you always have 
been faithful. No, you are not 
faithful, nor am I, We are nothing 
but poor old sinners who ought to 
be in Hell. The only way we will 
ever get to Heaven is by the mer- 
cy of God Who saved us, and the 
same mercy of God will keep us. 
That is the only chance we have. 
Salvation is by the Lord Jesus 
Christ who saved us when we 
ought to be lost forever and be in 
Hell. 

The way to get that settled is 
by the Word. First get this set- 
tled by the Bible if you would be 
happy and victorious always. If 
you do not, every time you do 
wrong you will be afraid you are 
lost. If the devil comes again to 
taunt you, then take the Bible and 
slap him in the face with it, and 
tell him, “Jesus Christ says I’ve 
got everlasting life and that I shall 
not come into condemnation but 
that I have already passed from 
death into life, I am one of God’s 
sheep and the devil can’t get me!” 
Tell the devil that, and prove it 
by the Bible, and make him shut 
his trap the next time he comes 
around! No Christian can be fully 
happy until he gets settled that 
salvation is by the blood and not 
by works, and that it is an eter- 
nal salvation. 

Some people are afraid of that. 
They say it is a dangerous doc- 
trine: No promise that God ever 
gave is dangerous. There is no 
danger when you come to Jesus 
Christ and risk Jesus Christ. If He 
says you have everlasting life, you 
can hang your soul on it and sleep 
in sweet peace and say, “Weak as 
I am, yet Jesus loves me and He 
will never let me go.” If you want 
to be a happy Christian, start out 
by getting it settled that God 
saved you by His mercy and He 
will keep you by His mercy. 


Il. Baptism: The Duty and Privilege 
of Every Christian 


The second thing to notice in 
this Scripture is: “Then they that 
gladly received his word were bap- 
tized.”?” Now everybody who is as- 
sured of his salvation ought to be 
baptized. Every person in the 
world who has trusted Christ, who 
has gladly received His word, 
who believes God’s word, who 
has been born again—every such 
Christian ought immediately 
to be baptized. Now you say, “He 
is getting on denominational doc- 
trine.” No, no! This is no more a 
denominational doctrine than when 
I preach on “repent” here in the 
same passage. If you do not want 
to go back to the Bible about doc- 
trine, you have no business call- 
ing yourself a Christian. This is 
not Baptist doctrine nor Christian 
Church doctrine nor Dunkard’s 
doctrine. It is of no particular de- 
nominational brand. This is New 
Testament Christianity. Every 
saved person ought to be baptized. 
Some of you have been hearing 
Mr. O’Hair from Chicago who 
says we should not heed Christ’s 
command to be baptized. Some 
people throw away one part of 
the Bible, and others another 
part, but they are all modernists, 
every one, enemies of the church, 
and do great harm. Don’t you be- 
lieve anybody who goes about 
chopping up the Bible and throw- 
ing pieces away. One throws away 
the virgin birth, another says the 
resurrection does not matter, an- 
other says most of the New Testa- 
ment was only for Jews and does 
away with baptism. These extra- 
smart, 


hair-splitting, ultra-dispen- | too 


sationalists leave only a few verses 
in the Bible for the rest of us. 
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Don’t ever believe that! At Pente- 
cost they had a blessed, wonder- 
ful revival, and “they that gladly 
received his word were baptized.” 
- Somebody says, “Brother Rice, 
wasn’t that done away with?” No, 
it is not done away with. Look at 
Matthew 28:18-20: “And Jesus 
came and spake unto them, say- 
ing, All power (and that is the 
word for authority) all authority 
is given unto me in heaven and in 
earth (that is a good deal of au- 
thority, isn’t it? And that is all 
still in the hands of Jesus Christ. 
He has never turned it loose into 
the hands of any hair-splitter who 
knows so much he thinks he can 
leave off some of it!) all authority 
is given unto me in heaven and in 
earth, Go ye, therefore, and teach 
all nations—’” What? You mean 
Gentiles, too? Yes, sir, every na- 
tion in the world. In fact, all na- 
tions particularly refers to Gen- 
tiles. And that word teach is dis- 
cipling, making Christians in all 
nations, and then He said, ‘‘bap- 
tizing them in the name of the Fa- 
ther, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost: Teaching them to ob- 
serve all things whatsoever I have 
commanded you: and, lo,.I am 
with you alway, even unto the end 
of the world. Amen.” 

You are commanded to make 


,disciples in all nations in the 
i world. Then you are to baptize 


them in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Spirit. Then you are to teach them 
to observe all things that I have 
commanded you. I want you to no- 
tice the Lord makes clear that ev- 
ery new convert down through the 
ages in all nations, every new con- 
vert should be taught to do<exact- 


ly like the apostles did. L am to 


teach a fellow the gospel until he 
is converted, I am to baptize him 
and then teach him to observe all 
the Lord commanded me and coni- 
manded other Christians on back 
to the apostles. And he is to use 
the same plan exactly. Salvation is 
the same. When one is saved, he 
is to get baptized and then be 
taught how to get other people 
saved and baptized, and this is to 
continue until every convert is 
baptized and sent out to teach 
other people to do the same thing! 
That is God’s way for every per- 
son. This is the way, get people 
saved, then baptize them, and then 
teach them to get other people 
saved and get them baptized, and 
so on with soul winning—the same 
old story, an endless spiral! 


Let’s listen to Jesus’ words in 
the Great Commission: “All power 
is given unto me in heaven and in 
earth’’—that is all authority in the 
world. “Go ye therefore, and teach 
all nations, baptizing them in the 
name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost: teach- 
ing them to observe all things 
whatsoever I have commanded 
you:” that is for all nations in the 
world. And then He said,- ‘‘And, 
lo, I am with you. alway.”’—How 
long, Lord? “Even unto the end 
of the world.” That is, literally, 
until the consummation of this 
age. The Lord says for every na- 
tion there is the same gospel, then 
the same command, baptize the 
converts in every nation, “‘even to 
the end of the world.” 


Somebody says, ‘I think some- 
thing else will do just as well.” 
Our Catholic friends think that 
about the Lord’s Supper. I am not 
unkind to Catholics when I say 
that they do not even pretend to 
follow the Bible. They believe the 
church has a right to change what 
is in the Bible. They say about the 
Lord’s Supper, “We changed it,” 
and the priests drink the: wine and 
the people get the bread. Did you 
know that? When they have the 
eucharist or the mass as they call 
it. The common people do not get 
the wine. The priest drinks that— 
and it is intoxicating wine,. too. 
The’ priest drinks the wine; and 
they give the people only the bread. 
That is the doctrine of ‘one kind’ 
they say, not “both kinds,” bread 
and wine, but communion in one 
kind. Now the Catholic does that 
knowing the Bible teaches other- 
wise. They claim. the church has 
the right to disobey the Bible. So 


tism altogether.” Let me tell you, 
all this changing of the commands 
of the Bible is sin. All this chang- 
ing of the plain command of Je- 
sus Christ is sin. It is modernism, 
born of unbelief and disobedience. 
We need to go back to the plain 
Word of God. If you are saved, 
you ought to be baptized. 

“Well, you say, “what is the use 
of being baptized? Don’t you think 
I can get to heaven without being 
baptized?” You say, “Iam already 


‘saved. Why be baptized? Well, 


don’t you think that even saved 
people ought to do right? If a fel- 
low is saved, .he still ought to do 
what Jesus said. And He certainly 
said for Christians to be baptized. 


You may think I am making too 
much of new converts when I urge 
you to start out from the begin- 
ning, following every New Testa- 
ment teaching. But it is wicked 
disobedience to say, “I will not 
obey in this, I will in other things 
when I lke it. When it is incon- 
venient, or when I had rather do 
another way, I will do another 
way.” What is the matter with 
Christianity today? The trouble is 
that too many Christians just slide 
along and do what everybody else 
does instead of going back to the 
Bible and trying to do everything 


Jesus commanded. Every Christian | P 


should say, “I will listen to every 
word of the Holy Spirit when He 
speaks to me in the Bible or in 
my heart. I will be all out for Je- 
sus Christ.’’ If you do not do that, 
you will not be a really success- 
ful Christian, cannot be sure of the 
full happiness and daily guidance 
of the Holy Spirit, and God’s con- 
stant. smile. 

In this matter of baptism, in 
Matthew chapter 3, I will read you 
this story: 

“13. Then cometh Jesus 
from Galilee to Jordan unto 
John, to be baptized of him. 

“14, But John forbad him, 
saying, I have need to be bap- 
tized of thee, and comest thou 
to me? 

“15. And Jesus answering 
said unto him, Suffer it to be 
so now: for thus it becometh 
us to fulfill all righteousness. 
Then he suffered him. 

_ 46. And Jesus when he was 
baptized, went up straightway 
out of the water: and, lo, the 
heavens were opened unto 
him, and he saw the Spirit of 
God descending like a dove, 
and lighting upon him: 

“17, And lo a voice from 
heaven, saying, This is my be- 
loved Son, in whom I am well 
pleased.” 


Now, my friends, Jesus Christ 
was baptized. He didn’t need to 
be baptized to be saved, because 
He was never lost. Yet He did it. 
And if Jesus Christ needed to do 
it, you ought to. And when Jesus 
said, “Thus it becometh us to ful- 
fill all righteousness,” that us 
should include you as_ well as Je- 
sus. It is a becoming thing for a 
Christian to follow the example of 
Jesus Christ, and He said, “‘Come 
on and do this.” So we are to fol- 
low Jesus, we are to follow His 
steps. He must have walked six- 
ty or eighty miles to be baptized 
by John in the River Jordan. And 
oh, the joy when we follow Jesus 
and do what He said! 

Somebody said, “What does it 
matter about the form of it?” Sup- 
pose we say about the Lord’s Sup- 
per, “Let’s use milk instead of 
grapejuice, and cake instead of 
bread, what does it matter about 
the form?” Or, ‘‘Let’s have sand- 
wiches and coffee instead of brok- 
en bread and grapejuice.” The dif- 
ference is that that isn’t what God 
said and that doesn’t mean what 
God meant, and it doesn’t teach 
what the Bible teaches, but is your 
willful disobedience against the 
plain command of God.,Now God’s 
way has a meaning. Here it is in 
Romans the 6th chapter, verses 4 
and 5. The Lord says: 

“Therefore we are buried 
with him by baptism into 
death: that like as Christ was 
raised up from the dead by 
the glory of the Father, even 
‘so we also should walk -in 
newness of life.” :

‘|tian, caught up in the air to meet 


the Lord, It preaches a resurrec- 
tion as well as a death. Baptism, 
form and all, has a sweet and pre- 
cious meaning. A Christian who 
is not living a victorious life 
should go back and make the fu!l 
surrender that baptism pictures. 
Then follow Christ in that death 
to the old things and resurrection 
to a new life. That means here, 
“I am out and out to do Your will,” 
with a risen Saviour as well as a 
dead Saviour. That is a wonder- 
ful lesson. Why don’t you do it? 
Say “By God’s grace, I am gving 
to be baptized.” 

Let me tell you an interesting 
story. I was down’in Louisiana in 
a revival campaign. It was in El- 
ton, Louisiana. I remember that 
people began to be saved. And 
when people were saved they were 
baptized. It.was wonderful down in 
that Catholic region when we he- 
gan to have a lot of Catholics 
saved. They meant business for 


‘--God. It meant ‘persecution. My, 


my! When they came out for the 
Lord, they meant business! One 
night a woman was baptized. She 
came from a Catholic family, came 
with deepest distress. She came to 
see what salvation meant in Christ, 
and came to be baptized. When 
she was baptized, I saw she was 
under some strain, but there was 
an exultation in it. When she was 
baptized, she went out of the bap- 
tistry praising God, her face like 
the face of an angel. Later I found 
out that her husband had said, ‘‘If 
you go down there and are bap- 
tized,” and he got out his pistol 
and was cleaning his gun, “I am 
going to shoot that preacher, and 
then I will lock you out and you 
are not my wife any more, and 
don’t you come about this house 
any more.” She came on and was 
baptized anyway, and her husband 
took her back in, and did not shoot 
the preacher ‘after all! |

me the Scriptures that teach sprin- 
kling for baptism. I know there 
are some. My church sprinkles for 
baptism, and I know there are 
Scriptures for sprinkling, but I do 
not know where they are. The only 
ones I know of are just the ones 
that teach immersion. Will you 
show them to me?” 


She had me in.a tight. I didn’t 
know about any Scriptures that 
teach sprinkling for baptism, so 
I said, “How would you like for us 
to get a good concordance and 
look up every time the word bap- 
tism or baptize or baptizing is 
mentioned in the Bible ?” She 
agreed and we got my big con- 
cordance. I showed her there is not 
a mention in the Old Testament 
about baptism at all. The word 
is not even mentioned. Baptism is 
a New Testament ceremony, a 
New Testament command alto- 
gether. She was surprised at that. 
She thought it had some connec- 
tion with circumcision. Then I 
showed her Scriptures in the New 
Testament about baptizing: 


“And John also was_ bap- 
tizing in Atnon near to Salim, 
because there was much water 
there....”’ (John 3:23). 

“« ,..and they went down 
both into the water, both Phil- 
ip and the eunuch; and he 
baptized him’”’ (Acts 8:38). 

“And Jesus, when he was 
baptized, went up straightway 
out of the water: and, lo,....” 
(Matt. 3:16). 

“Therefore we are buried 
with him by baptism into 
death....” (Romans 6:4). 

And Colossians 2:12: 

“Buried with him in bap- 
tism, wherein also ye are risen 
with him....” 


And, oh, how many times the 
Bible speaks of baptism as a bur- 
ial, a planting, requiring much wa- 
ter! We read on, and went thru 
every verse in the Bible that men- 
tions baptism or baptize or bap- 
tizing. When we had gone through 
that, she looked at me as if she 
were stricken. She looked like 
somebody had slapped her face, 
had shamed her. she looked at 
me and said, “Are those all the 
Scriptures there are on the sub- 
ject?” I answered, ‘I have shown 
you every time in the Bible that 
it is even mentioned.” She turned 
and went into her room and fell 
across the bed and cried. She did 
not come down for supper that 
night—she was boarding with the 
Same people who were keeping 
me.

She said, 
“T have missed doing the will of 
God all these years because I trust- 
ed the _preachers and others, and 
I supposed what they said was all 
right. I had never read my Bible 
as I ought. ;

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{tional matter. This is not some- 


body’s private doctrine. This is 
New Testament Christianity. If 
you haven’t followed Jesus in this, 
you are living in open sin. If you 
are saved and you haven’t followed 
Christ, you are living in open sin 
and rebellion against the plain 
Word of God. It is as plain as the 
plan of salvation, as definite as 
any command God gives in the 
New Testament that saved people 
ought to be baptized. I would be 
looking for somebody to take me 
down and bury me in the image 
of the death of Christ and to be 
raised in the likeness of His res- 
urrection at once, if I had not heen 
baptized like Jesus was and like 
He commanded. 

Some of you think if you should 
now go and be baptized, you would 
be ashamed and embarrassed. Je- 
sus died in public for you. Can’t 
you do this much for Him because 
He said so? 


lll. Church Membership Is a 
Christian Duty 


The next thing, if you want to 
have a happy Christian life what 
should follow a revival for you? 


Let’s see again back in Acts, 
chapter 2, this wonderfully plain 
verse here: 


“Then they that gladly re- 
ceived his word were bap- 
tized: and the same day there 
were added unto them about 
three thousand souls.” (Verse 
41). 

“Added unto them” —Let’s look 
down a little further in verse 47: 


“,....- And the Lord added 
to the church daily such as 
should be saved.” — 


People who are saved ought to 
get in the membership of a local 
church. 

The word church*in the Eible is 
used in two principal ways. The 
word church simply means a called 
out assembly, used sometimes, as 
in Hebrews 12:23, about that 
church of the firstborn who will be 
assembled in Heaven, whose names 
are written in Heaven, etc. I say 
that assembly includes every saved 
person in the world. In that sense, 
when God saves you, the Holy 
Spirit buries you into the body of 
Christ, and you become a part of 
the body of Christ when you are 
saved. But the usual meaning of 
the word church in the Bible is a 
local congregation. The Bible uses 
it like this: ‘“‘The church at Jeru- 
salem,” “ The church of God which 
is at Corinth,” “The seven church- 
es which are in Asia,” Revelation, 
chapter 1, says, and “unto the 
churches of Galatia,” the epistle of 
Galatians is written. The word 
church in the Bible in most cases 
means local assemblies, congrega- 
tions of believers. Out of 104 or 
105 times the Greek word ekklesia 
is used in the Scriptures, 93 times 
it is used of local congregations. 

Somebody says, “Well, I don’t 
believe in churches,” Tell the Lord 
Jesus that. He started the church- 
es, I didn’t. You say, “I just don’t 
believe in that church.” I don’t 
care what: you believe. Tell it to 
the Lord; He is the one who start- 
ed it in the Bible. That’s God’s 
plain way. New Testament church- 
es had some organization, how 
much I don’t know. But they had 
pastors and deacons, they received 


ij members, and if a man lived in 


sin he got turned out. You remem- 
ber in First Corinthians, chapter 5, 
Paul commanded that when they 
came together they should with- 
draw from a certain man living in 
sin with his father’s wife. ‘“Lurn 
that man out, turn him over to the 
devil that his spirit may be saved 
in the day of Christ Jesus,” Paul 
said. And in Second Corinthians 
Paul wrote his thanks for turning 
him out, and said, now he is so 
sorry, forgive him and take him 
back in. Now in New Testament 
churches, Christians came together 
and had regular memberships and 
they were baptized. They baptized 
converts. They had pastors, they 
had deacons, they had church 
membership. And if you are going 
to be a Christian, why don’t you 
get in and act like Christians 
ought to with the people of God? 

You say, “I am so much better 
than all the churches.” I know you 
think you are too good to join. 
You don’t think there is a church 
in town fit to join. Isn’t it a pity 
that there is only one of your 
kind? It is like the story of the 
fond mother who went to see

the army parade — the soldiers 
marched by, “one, two, three, 
four!” When her boy marched by, 
she just clapped her hands, “Isn’t 
it wonderful!” she said. When it 
was all over, she said to her hus- 
band, “You know, everybody was 
out of step but John!” The whole 
army was out of step but John. 
He was putting “hay foot” down 
when the others were putting 
“straw foot” down. You think you 
are so much better than every- 
body else in the world. I want you 
to know that good Christians as- 
semble themselves in with other 
Christians, If you are saved, get 
in sound churches and go on and 
do what the Lord says. In this 
town God has churches God wants 
to use. 

You say, “There are errors in 
the churches, heresy in doctrine.” 
There is no heresy worse than the 
church at Corinth had, They had 
a “tongues” heresy so that Paul 
had to write and rebuke them and 
tell the women “let the women 
keep silence in the churches.” They 
even had their hair bobbed. Paul 
had to write them in I Corinthians 
chapter 11, “No, sir, we do not 
allow that in any New Testament 
churches at all.’”’ And so at Galatia. 
They had a bunch of Seventh 
Day Adventists at Galatia think- 
ing they had to keep the sabbath 
and other Old Testament ceremon- 
ial laws. But there is never a case, 
in spite of the heresies, that Chris- 
tians were told, “That’s all right, 
you are so much better, I wouldn’t 
run with these other Christians at 
all. You are too good to join that 
church.” Let me tell you, the nor- 
mal place for new converts is right 
in with other Christians where 
they can be taught, where they 
can hear the Word, and feel re- 
sponsible, and where they can line 
up with other people of God.

attend, set out to pray, set out to 
learn the Word, set out to win 


souls in the church. That is God’s 


plan. I didn’t invent that. If you 
don’t like it, go tell the Lord that. 
I didn’t start it. That is God’s plan. 

Let me ask you, how many here 
are members of some good 
church? I don’t think there is any 
credit to one to join a church 
where they don’t believe the Bible, 
but there are churches where they 
do believe the Bible and where the 
gospel is preached. You can find 
one. Go find it and join it. Now 
let’s make the churches hot beds 
of evangelism for soul winning 
power in this town. 


IV. Daily Reading; Loving, Living 
By the Bible 


The next thing is, if you are go- 
ing to have success and prosperity 
following the revival, every Chris- 
tian ought to have a certain policy 
about the Bible. The Scripture we 
read in Acts 2 said, ‘‘And they 
continued stedfastly in the apos- 
tles’ doctrine.” First of all, I would 
say this ‘2D will start out to do 
everything the Bible says for. me 
to do by God’s grace. I will pattern 
my life after the plain Word of 
God.” Do you dare do that? I 
wonder if you do? Can you say, 
by God’s grace, “I will set out to 
find what the Bible says for me 
to do and by His grace I will try 
to do it.” If you do that, it will 
lead you into the waters of bap- 
tism. It will lead you to happy, 
liberal giving. You covetous Chris- 
tians, who can’t give the Lord a 
tithe of your income! You love the 
Lord so much, you say, but not 
as much as a dime out of a dollar! 
You love to see people saved, but 
not enough to give of your means! 
By God’s grace, I would make a 
covenant with God now: “I will 
start out to do what He says in 
the Bible. What God says for me 
to do, I will try to do it!” I will, 
will you? Will you do that if it 
means baptism? If it means tith- 
ing? If it means soul winning? If 
you have to quit picture shows to 
do it? If you have to quit tobacco 
to do it? 

If one is to follow the Bible, he 
must know what is in the Bible. 
A Christian ought to set out to 
read the Bible every day. You say 
How much? Well, I think surely 
as much as four chapters a day.

I had visited and urged to have 
family prayers. One day he en- 
tered my study and burst into 
tears as he said, “You remember 
my girl, sir? She was my only 
child.

heard her father pray. Oh, that 
she were with me but one day 
more!” 

John G. Paton, venerable mis- 
sionary to the New Hebrides, said 


- that among the thousands of 


Christian homes of those convert- 
ed cannibals there is not one that 
does not have family worship. In 
our enlightened country, we are 
certainly much more favored, and 
may we profit by their example. 

Judge McLean of Ohio was con- 
verted when on a visit away from 
home. The evening of his return 
he told his wife and children of the 
change he had experienced, and 
suggested that they go into the 
next room and have family wor- 


_ ship. In that room were many law- 


yers waiting to consult the judge. 
The wife offered their presence as 
an objection and suggested that 
they go to a more retired part of 
the house. 

“No,” said the judge, “the Lord 
has been crowded out of every 
part of my house for years, and 
now He shall have the best room. 
Then lawyers will never be injured 
but will be blest by attending fam- 
ily worship.” So he went into the 
parlor, told the lawyers he had 
been converted, that he was going 
to have family worship and would 
be glad to have them attend. They 
attended, and his strong stand 
blest them all. | 

Do you take time to read the 
Bible and have a circle of prayer 
with your family daily? Husbands,

I won’t say after that how many. 
But if you read four chapters: a 
day, you will read the whole Bible 
through in less than a year. Any- 
body who has a letter from God 
and would keep it a whole year 
and didn’t read it! Think about 
getting a letter from somebody 
whom you loved better than any- 
body else in the whole world, and 
yet you had a letter and didn’t 
read it in a whole year. What 
would you think of that? Or sup- 
pose a boy has a mother who has 
been in Heaven a good long while, 
and she left a letter to her baby 
boy. You don’t remember her face 
but she left a picture of herself. 
And in the letter she tells you 


‘how she has prayed for you and 


what she wanted you to be, how 
much she loved you, and all the 
dreams of a mother for her boy. 
Would you keep it a year or two 
or three or four before you read it 
through? No, no! What a sin for 
a Christian not to read all the Bi- 
ble in a year’s time! I wonder how 
many people here never did read 
all of the Bible? I wonder, have 
you read all in Second Chronicles, 
all of Kings and Ezekiel, all of 
Leviticus? How many have defi- 
nitely, carefully, read through all 
the Bible even once? (A few hold 
hands). How many say, I love the 
Bible, but I can’t say I have read 
it through? (A good many). How 
many say, I believe a Christian 
ought to read it in at least a year. 
How many say, by God’s grace I 
will try. (A good many hold 
hands). There is no way of being 
a happy, successful Christian with- 
out the Word of God. Let me give 
you a verse of Scripture over in 
Joshua, chapter 1. The Lord called 
Joshua and said, Moses is dead. 
As I was with Moses so I will be 
with you. Only this, now Joshua, 
make sure that you follow the 
law of the Lord.. Let’s read it in 
the very words, “Only be thou 
strong and very courageous, that 
thou mayest observe to do accord- 
ing to all the law, which Moses 
my servant commanded thee: turn 
not from it to the right hand or 
to the-deft, that thou mayest pros- 
per whithersoever thou goest. This 
book of the law shall not depart 
out of thy mouth; but thou shalt 
meditate therein day and night, 
that thou mayest observe to do 
according to all that is written 
therein: for then thou shalt make 
thy way prosperous, and then thou 
Shalt have good success.” That is 
Joshua 1:7 and 8. Do you want to 
be happy and prosperous? Do you 
want to have good success. Do you 
want everything you do to have 
the blessing of God on it? Then 
set out to say, “By God’s grace I 
will read my Bible, meditate in 
my Bible, have it in mind all the 
time, and then everything I do 
will prosper.” That is what God 
promised. That is a prosperous 
Christian life, isn’t it? You re- 
member the first Psalm. You re- 
member the Lord said: 


“Blessed is the man that 
walketh not in the counsel of 
the ungodly, nor standeth in 
the way of sinners, nor sitteth 
in the seat of the scornful. 


“But his delight is in the 
law of the Lord;‘and in his 
law doth he meditate day and 
night. 

“And he shall be like a tree | 
planted by the rivers of water, 
that bringeth forth fruit. in. 
his season; his leaf also shall* 
not wither; and whatsoever he 
doeth shall prosper.” (Psalm 
1:1-3). 

A Christian can be prosperous. 
Is there somebody that hasn’t béen 
getting along well? You haven’t 
been making a living? Do you 
want me to tell you how to pay 
your rent, buy groceries, pay for 
whatever is right and necessary ?. 
Do you want me to tell you how? 
I will. Set out every day to med- 
itate in your Bible. Let your heart 
be on it every day, let the Word 
of God be in your heart all the 
time. Then whatever you do, God 
will bless you. 

Let me say this. I am a poor, 
sorry Christian, God knows. I am 
a poor example, but I am amazed 
how during these years how won- 
derfully God has blessed my pa- 
per, these books, revivals, and 
cared for my family and the health 
of my family. How amazing it is! 
God has so wonderfully cared for 
us. I say it to His glory. I don’t 
deserve it. You can be prosper- 
ous, blessed, and happy spiritual- 
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ly, and He will care for all your 
needs if you will set out to say, 
“By God’s grace, I will read my 
Bible and live by the Bible and 
meditate in the Bible” and then 
you can have God’s blessing. Will 
you do it by God’s grace? That 
comes after Pentecost, you know. 
“Then they that gladly received 
his word were baptized: and the 
same day there Were added unto 
them about three thousand souls. 
And they continued stedfastly in 
the apostles’ doctrine.’”’ They con- 
tinued stedfastly in all the word 
of God taught by these apostles. 


V. Continuing in Believing Prayer 
About Every Need 


All right, let’s see another thing 
about success and prosperity and 
that is the prayer life. Notice what 
these people did. In this second 
chapter following Pentecost what 
is the glorious secret of their suc- 
cess? “They continued stedfastly 
in the apostles’ doctrine and fel- 
lowship, and in breaking of bread, 
and in prayers.” These people took 
the Lord’s Supper and they went 
to prayer meeting, and they 
prayed. Oh, what a praying crowd 
that New Testament bunch was! 
If one of their preachers got in 
jail, they prayed him out. If they 
needed a revival, they prayed down 
the power of God. If a sinner did 
not listen they prayed to be filled 
with the Holy Ghost till the people 
must hear. If Saul started out kill- 
ing women and children and so 
on, they prayed and got him saved. 
Prayer is the way out. Listen to 
me, Christians, if you say, “I am 
going to make a successful Chris- 
tian beginning today,” then one 
thing I would do that will settle 
your life about certain things is 
to say, “I am going to God every 
day in prayer.” And in that prayer 
I would do like Christ commanded. 
He said He would forgive us our 
sins if we would confess our sins. 
I would ask for my daily bread 
then do what Philippians 4:6 and 
7 says, “In every thing by prayer 
and supplication with thanksgiv- 
ing let your requests be made 
known unto God. And the peace 
of God, which: passeth all under- 
standing, shall keep your hearts 
and minds through Christ Jesus.” 

A Christian can stay in peace 
all the time, can be in joy and in 
peace and his heart can be untrou- 
bled and he can be victorious all 
the time even in war time. Yes, sir, 
in army camps. Yes, sir, in dis- 
ease. Yes, sir, in poverty. Yes, sir, 
in slander and in trouble. Yes, sir, 
a Christian can have the peace of 
God that passes understanding all 
the time if he takes every thing to 
God in prayer every day and stays 
there and begs God until he prays 
through, You can go to God and 
have peace about troubles all the 
time. A Christian doesn’t need to 
have any worry and care. How 
many have a burden? You don’t 
need to tell what it is. How many 
have some grief? Maybe somebody 
else’s fault, you are not to blame; 
maybe a loved one isn’t saved, is 
not living right. How many have 
some burden, some secret pain or 
some sorrow, some specially heavy 
care that you need help about? 
Oh, nearly everybody has burdens. 
Let me tell you what the Lord 
says to do about it. “Be careful 
for nothing; but in everything by 
prayer and supplication with 
thanksgiving let your requests be 
made known unto God.” Every day 
go pray and beg God until you get 


tthe victory and peace of heart. 
|“And the peace of God, which 


passeth all understanding, shall 
keep your hearts and minds 
through Christ Jesus.” Oh, I would 
pray through. Blessed is the Chris- 
tian who forms the habit of early 
morning watch. 

A missionary from China in the 
Sunday School Times once said hes 
had this custom, “No Bible, no 
breakfast.” Can you understand 
that? “No Bible, no breakfast.” 
No, sir, if you can’t take time for 
your Bible, just do without your 
breakfast. Sometimes you are too 
busy to read the Bible, aren’t you? 
Isn’t it funny? Do you ever get 
too busy to eat your meals? You 
are not too busy to do what you 
want to do most. What you want 
to do thirteenth you may not get 
to do after you do: twelve other 
things or what you want to do 
ninety-ninth you may not get to 
do, but what you want to do first 
and best, that you can find time 
for. ‘So this missionary said, “No 
Bible, no breakfast. If I am too 
busy to read the word of God early 
each morning I cannot take time 


out for breakfast.” That will make 
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a believer out of you! Hold your- 
self to that for a little bit. If you 
count the Bible as important as 
eating you can find time for it! 

Well, all right. I would just say, 
“By God’s grace, I am going to 
have a little season of prayer and 
Bible reading every morning, and 
put God first, take every burden 
to Him and rest in the Lord.” 


VI. Soul Winning the Daily Business 
and Concern 


What else? Next is soul win- 
ning. I want you to notice this. 
This is the strongest text. They 
that gladly received his word were 
baptized and they continued in fel- 
lowship and prayer and breaking of 
bread and fear came on every soul 
and many wonders and signs were 
done by the apostles, and notice 
this in verse 47, “Praising God, and 
having favour with all the people. 
And the Lord added to the church 
daily such as shouid be saved.” 
The Lord kept on adding souls. 
They kept on getting people saved. 
They were busy at soul-winning 
all the time. We read about this 
same crowd in Acts 5:42, “And 
daily in the temple, and in every 
house, they ceased not to teach 
and preach Jesus Christ.’’ Daily— 
that means every day, in the 
church house and at home. Those 
brethren just scoured the streets, 
in every house, in town they 
preached Jesus, as well as in the 
temple, every chance they got. And 
here they went. You can win souls 
like that. Start out to win souls. 
Jesus said in Matthew the 4th 
chapter, verse 19, “Follow me, and 
I will make you fishers of men.” 
If we are not fishers of men we 
are not following Jesus, that’s all. 
That is as simple as two and two 
makes four. But if you are not 
fishers of men, then you are just 
not following Jesus, that’s all. He 
would make you fishers of men. 

Here is another verse: ‘They 
that be wise shall shine as the 
brightness of the firmament; and 
they that turn many to righteous- 
ness as the stars forever and ev- 
er’ (Dan. 12:3). Here’s another 
one: “He that winneth souls is 
wise” (Proverbs 11:30). If a soul 
winner is wise, how many of you 
then have been fools all your life? 
If a soul winner is wise, then what 
are you if you never win a soul? 
What about that, George? (An- 
swer—A fool). Yes, in God’s sight, 
if you don’t win souls. I would 
make up my mind that when I 
get to Heaven I would be able to 
say, “Lord Jesus, I have a little 
proof I loved you. Here is some- 
body else I won.’’ I would not want 
to go to Heaven and not have 
anybody.-else there I had gotten 
to go. Would you want to get to 
Heaven and say, “Lord, I’m glad 
you saved me, but I didn’t win a 
single soul. I was interested. in 
clothes, food, I complained about 
the hot weather—I was interested 
in everything but souls. I never 
won a single soul.” God have pity 
on you! 

No Christian is living near to 
God who isn’t winning souls. You 
are in disobedience, you are not 
right. You are holding out on God. 
You ought to be a soul winner, and 
God will help you if you try. You 
will not win everyone but how 
happy it is to win a few. May God 
give you grace to win souls. Oh, 
the joy here and the joy here- 
after. “He that goeth forth and 
weepeth, bearing precious seed, 
shall doubtless come again with re- 
joicing, bringing his sheaves with 
him” (Psa. 126:6). Go weeping, 
sowing; come back with sheaves 
rejoicing. Then be blessed over 
yonder, that happy day when we 
meet again, shine forever because 
you won souls here. 

Maybe we'll sing tonight, “We'll 
Never Say Good-bye in Glory” but 
when the time comes for a glad 
handshake it will not be good-bye 
for long, if you are saved, You 
know saved people never say good- 
bye for the last time. There is al- 
ways another time. It won't be 
good-bye then. Oh, if I only know 
that souls are being saved, that 
you are going on and win souls 
after I leave. 


Vil. The Fullness of the Holy Spirit 


The last thing is, of these sev- 
en secrets of a happy life, the full- 
ness of. the Holy Spirit. Would you 
say, “By God’s grace, I am going 
to have the leadership and the 
power of the Holy Spirit conscious- 
ly in my life?” Did you notice how 
the Scripture makes clear how 
they were filed with the Holy 


Spirit in the 2nd chapter of Acts. | 
The power of the Holy Spirit went }

on. Its coming is described in Acts 
2:4, but. it continued: “And all 
that believed were together, and 
had all things common—how they 


prayed and gave—And they, con-. 


tinuing daily with one accord in 
the temple, and breaking bread 
from house to house, did eat their 
meat with gladness and singleness 
of heart, Praising God, and having 
favour with all the people. And the 
Lord added to the church daily 
such as should be saved.” The 
power continued! Oh, if we would 
only be filled with the Holy Spirit 


the Lord would add to the church. 


If we were filled with the Holy 
Spirit the Lord would take away 
differences and the people would 
be of one accord. The Scripture I 
read you doesn’t say so but a verse 
back in the first of the chapter and 
other succeeding chapters again 
and again say they were filled with 
the Holy Spirit..That is the real 
explanation of all that happened 
so gloriously at Pentecost and af- 
terward. 

A Christian can know the will 
of God, A preacher said to me, 
“Brother Rice, if I were called as 
pastor to two churches, how can 
I know which church to accept? 
When I go preach a sermon, how 
can I know what Scripture to use 
and what sermon to preach?” He 
said, “I must make up my mind 
where to do my labor, what to 
preach on. One of my greatest 
troubles is that I. do not know 
what God wants me to do.’ I told 
him and I tell you, you had better 
come to the place where day by 
day you can lean on God, and 
have sweet assurance, saying what 
God wants you to say and doing 
what God wants you to do, and 
being what God wants you to be. 
It is a blessed thing when you 
come to lay your head on your 
pillow, to:say, “I have been where 
You wanted me to go, I have 
preached on what You wanted me 
to preach, and in the main I have 
been in the will of God.” You can 
be in the leading and in the pow- 
er of the Holy Spirit. And a Chris- 
tian can have light on his path- 
way and know where to turn, what 
to say, and God can give you light 
on your problems. You can have 
that every day. Oh, I would say, 
“By God’s grace, I am going to be 
filled with the Spirit. I will walk 
in the Spirit and not grieve the 
Spirit, not quench the Spirit and 
have the manifestation of the Spir- 
it in my life every day.” You can 
have that. May God give it to you. 

I wonder who will say, “Brother 
Rice, by God’s grace, I am going 
to set out to be a well rounded 
Christian such as I never was, by 
such an attention to the Bible, by 
a wholly surrendered life, by hav- 
ing the Holy Spirit’s power in my 
soul winning efforts. I will set out 
to be the kind of Christian I nev- 
er was? Will you say, “By God’s 
grace, I will try it on these seven 
points?” Let’s see your hand. 
(Many held their hands high). I 
hope God will richly bless you.
